The  matter  difcharged  comes  from  the  ulcerated  glands  of  the 
inte^na^  twie  the  yreJih^^  ^  httt  '$?h,eii,  the  ruaniiig  fuddealy  in- 
crtafes,  it  always  proceeds,  or  from  an  inflammation  of  the 
mufcular  tunic,  as  happens  after  too  freely  enjoying  the  bottle  and 
the  company  of  women,  or  from  a  rarefaction  of  the  fluids 
caufed  by  the  expanflon  of  the  internal  air  ;  as  happens  in  fpring 
and  autumn,  two  feafons  where  the  atmofphere,  being  lefs  elafliic, 

does  not  oppofe  fo  great  a  refiftance  to  the  action  of  the  internal 
air.

Formerly  the  running  was  attributed  to  a  relaxation  of  the 
affected  parts,  an  opinion  ftill  in  credit  among  the  ignorant  ;  but 
by  introducing  a  probe  in  the  urethra,  every  one  may  be  convinced: 
that  it  is  wholly  caufed  by  ulcers.  Daran,  who  firft  made  this 
difcovery,  attempted  to  cure  gleets  by  fuppurative  bougies.  Hk 
method  was  foon  adopted  as  the  moft  rational,  and  ever  fincc 
followed  by  the  befl:  practitioners.  Undoubtedly  it  proved  fucr- 
cyf^fyl  in  many  cafes ;  but  in  many  others  proved  abortive,  even^ 

in  the  hands  himfelf.

Long  I  had  not  feen  bougies  employed  for  curing  gleets,  without 
finding  them  often  ineffectual :  however,  as  it  was  not  my  pro¬ 
vince  to  treat  venereal  difeafcs,  this  methodi  bads  not  engaged,  my  / 
attention.

The  a^luar  method  of  treating  gleets  is  frequently  unfuccefsful, 
becaufe  defective, 


I 

The  firft  defeft  is  the  hardihefs  of  the  fuppurative,  common  bou^ 
ies  are  made  with.  This  is  obvious  from  the  ftrudlure  of  the  af- 
efled  parts.  The  internal  tunic  of  the  urethra,  although  ever- 
irritated  in  a  virulent  gonorrhoea,  is  feldom  the  feat  of  the  difeafe; 
Its  feat  is  commonly  the  glandular  tunic  beneath  the  mufcular,  as 
is  (hewn  by  the  abundance  of  the  fuppuration,  and  more  plainly 
difle<Sling.  In  fuch  cafe,  it  is  evident,  that  a  common  bougie 
introduced  in  the  urethra,  adting  immediately  on  the  internal  tunic 
alone,  cannot  caufe  but  an  imperfedt  fuppuration  of  the  ulcerated* 
parts,  and  confequently  cannot  perfedl  the  cure. 


If  lb,  when  the  ulcers  of  the  glandular  tunic  lie  at  the  entrance 
of  the  lacunes  in  the  internal  tunic ;  how  much  more  when  the 
corroding  virus  has  extended  its  feat,  and  produced  a  kind  of 
iinuffes,  as  is  always  the  cafe  in  inveterate  gleets  1 

Another  defedt  in  common  bougies  is  a  want  of  degradation  in 
tlteir  fuppurative  virtue. 


It  is  well  known,  that  pradlitioners  employ  but  one  kind  of  fup- 
purating  bougies,  made  with  a  plaifter,  whofe  bails  is  lytargirium 
of  lead  and  oil  of  olives  ;  whilft,  in  order  to  condudl  fuppura¬ 
tion  properly,  bougies  fliould  be  more  or  lefs  fuppurative,  according 
tp  the  ftages  of  the  difeafe,  ;  ' 

Having  for  a  long  while  made  ufe  of  fuppurative  bougies,  pradli-' 
tioners  ufe  defficative  ones,  even  when  fuppuration  is  ftill  abundant,’ 
But  to  thofe  who  have  the  leaf!  notion  of  the  means  employed  by 
nature  in  the  reprodudtion  of  fleftiy  fubftance,  it  is  evident,  that 
fuch  a  fudden  paflage  from  adlive.  fuppurative  remedies  to  defficative* 

ones,

ones,  never  can  produce  the  defired  efFed.  After  a  forced  fuppu- 

ration,  kept  fo  for  a  long  while,  far  from  being  incarnated,  the 

cavity  of  the  ulcers  is  widened,  and  all  the  fibres  around  it  have 
lolt  their  natural  elafticity. 

Thus  diflicative  bougies  employed  immediately  afterwards,  beintr 
all  of  an  aftringent  quality,  and  adting  on  the  part  alone  they  are 
in  contadl  with,  can  only  dry  and  crifp  the  edges  of  the  ulcers,  and 
caufe  them  to  become  callous.  The  running  is  therefore  ftopt  for 

break  out  again,  when  circulation  is  con- 
liderably  increafed  by  any  accidental  caufe. 

The  ufe  of  common  bougies,  as  they  are  adlually  made,  is  not 
only  defedtive,  but  unrational  and  hurtful. 

In  common  bougies,  the  fuppurative  plaifter  is  fpread  over  their 
whole  iu^rficies.  Now,  to  apply  the  remedy  in  every  point  of  the 
urethra,  in  order  to  cure  fomc  ulcerated  parts,  is  certainly  very  ab- 
lurd.^  -  What  is  comnionly  alledged  in  fupport  of  fuch  a  pradice  is, 
that  it  is  only  by  giving  to  the  medicament  this  extenfion,  that  it ' 
can  be  fure  of  reaching  and  ading  on  the  difeafed  parts  ;  but  the 
feat  of  the  diftemper  can  eafily  be  found,  by  gently  introducing  a 
probe  into  the  urethra,  and  there  only  may  the  remedy  be  applied.  ' 

Abfurd  did  I  fay  this  method  was ;  it  would  be  well  if  it  was 
no  worfe,  notwithftanding  it  is  but  too  common  for  praditioners  to 
allert  each,  that  bougies  of  his  own  making  are  not  irritating  ;  it  is  a 
fad,  that  as  being  luch  only  they  can  ad,  for  without  inflamma¬ 
tion  no  fuppuration  is  to  be  expeded.  It  is  plain  therefore,  that 
the  long  handing  application  of  an  irritating  remedy  over  the  whole 
membrane  of  the  urethra,  mull:  be  attended  with  fatal  confe- 
quences,  fuch  as  crifpation,  and  afterwards  relaxation  of  its 
fibres.  How  many  patients  have  I  not  heard,  complaining  ofhav-

jijg  nearly  iofl:  their  virility  by  the  ufe  of  thofe  bougies  continued 
for  fome  months.  In  feveral  of  them,  I  have  even  feen  the  fibres 
of  this  membrane  fo  corrugated,  as  that  the  pr$-eminence  of  the 
glands  was  retrndled  within,  and  this  retraction  was  ever  accompa¬ 
nied  with  excruciating  pains  at  the  time  of  erections  ;  however,  the 
moft  fatal  confequences  attending  the  aCtuat  praCtice  of  curing^ 
gleets,  is  a  permarient  difficulty  of  making  water.  Difficating  bou¬ 
gies  being  employed  in  order  to  confolidate  the  ulcers,  never  fail  to- 
dry  to  an  excefs  the  parts  they  are  in  contaCl  with  ;  they  there¬ 
fore  produce  too  hard  a  cicatrice.  This  makes  a  more  or  lefs  ftrong: 
firiCture  in  the  urethra,  which  always  reduce  the  ftream  of  the. 
urine. 

Pointing  out  the  defeCls  of  the  aClual  way  of  conducting  fup- 
puration,  in  order  to  cure  gleets,  is  in  fqme  fort  indicating  the 
proper  way  to  do  it ;  but  as  there  are  many  particulars  to  be  ob- 
ierved  in  the  effectual  method  of  curing  thofe  difeafes^  I  fhall  lay 
down  its  whole  procefs.

'  My  firft  care  is  to  infpeCt  the  parts.  I  take  a  bougie  made  of 
white  wax,  rendered  flexible  with  a  little  turpentine.  I  make 
round  and  fmocth  one  of  its  extremities,  which  I  dip  in  the  mu¬ 
cilage  *  of  marffimallows,  and  then  I  introduce  it  gently  into 
the  urethra  up  to  the  urine  bladder,  carefully  obferving  the 
parts  where  tlie  patient  feels  any  acute  pain,  which  parts  I  con¬ 
sider  as  the  leat  of  the  difeale.  Being  thus  made  fure  where  the 
ulcers  are  btuated,  I  take  another  fimilar  bougie,  upon  it  I 
mark  places  coriefponding  to  the  ulcers,  there  ipread  all  round; 
a  little  of  a  fuppurative  plaifter,  which  I  make  fmooth,  rolling, 
it  between  the  fingers,  anointed  it  with  mucilage  of  marlli- 
mallows,  and  i  introduce  the  bougie  in  the  urethra,  when  I  judge 

that  the  remedy  is  in  contaCl  with  the  ulcers,  I  bend  back  the  ex.—

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ternal  extremity  of  the  bougie  j  and  to  faften  it,  ,  nothing  is  want- 
ing  but  to  pirich  it  a  little. 

The  fuppurative  I  ufe  at  firfl  is  diachilum  cum  gummis,  rendered 
fofter  than  ufual ;  in  order  that  being  further  diffolved  by  the  na-* 
tural  heat,  it  may  penetrate  into  the  cavity  of  the  ulcers. 

The  fpace  of  time  I  continue  ufing  it,  is  proportionate  to  the 
inveteracy  of  the  difeale  ;  and  to  fix  it  between  proper.Jimits,  re¬ 
quires  the  Hciil  of  an  able  practitioner. 

The  cauftic  humours  which  an  ulcer  contains,  vitiate  the  nu¬ 
tritive  lymph,  and  prevent  its  afiimilation.  to  the  fubftance  of  the 
corroded  fibres  ,  and  bcfides  adhering  to  thefe  fibres,  they  keen 
them  in  a  fiate  of  rigidity,  and  oppoie  their  extenfion.  The  firft 
.  j  fhowing  the  neceffity  of  fuppuration  in  order  tO' 
cure  ulcers,  is  to  evacuate  thefe  humours.  T  he  next  is  to  diflblve 
the  callous  edges  of  the  ulcers,  and  to  aid  the  corroded  fibres  to 
difcharge  the  vilcid  fluids  with'  which  they  are  filled. 

Thus  having  ufed  diachiluni  cum  gummis,  I  employ  four  times  a 
day  injedlions  made  with  a  weak  folution  *  of  fai  ammoniac  in 
common  water,  and  order  the  injedlion  to  be  kept  in  the  urethra, 
five  minutes  every  time.  Mean  while  I  make  ufe  of  a  weaker 
fuppurative,  fuch  as  f  Vongnent  de  la  Mer,  ^  ' 

The  time  the  injedlion  and  fuppurative  are  to  be  continued,  is 
likewife  to  be  proportionate  to  the  inveteracy  of  the  difeafe,  and

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muft  be  longer  if  any  aftringent  injedlion  has  been  made  iife  of,  or 
any  callous  had  been  difeovered  in  the  urethra  by  palling  the  probe 
tip  to  it.

Every  day  I  render  it  lefs  fuppurative  by  mixing  with  it  a  few 
drops  of  Peruvian  balfam,  and  continue  its  ufe  till  the  ulcers  are 
confolidated.

The  fpace  of  time  neceflary  to  perfect  the  cure  of  flight  gleets, 
is  generally  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  days ;  and  of  flubborn  ones, 
feldom  exceeds  ten  weeks.

But  to  thefe  obfervations  I  muft  add  a  few  others  very  material.

Sometimes  patients  who. labour  under  thefe  complaints,  are  of  a 
habit  of  body  fcorbutic,  or  infedted  with  the  venereal  taint ;  in  fuch 
cafes  the  humours  ought  to  be  purified,  before  the  cure  of  the  ul¬ 
cers  is  attempted.

If  the  patient  is  of  a  phlegmatic  or  plethoric  habit  of  body,  the 
ulcers  are  always  difficult  to  heal.  A  draciim  of  bark  in  powder 
fhould  therefore  be  preferibed  to  be  taken  in  a  glafs  of  red  wine, 
every  day  during  the  treatment.  ' 

Such 
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>  Such  Is  my  method  of  curing  gleets ;  and  if  tffn  years  practice* 
attended  with  conftant  fuccefs,  may  be  allowed  a  fufficient  time  to 
convince  of  its  efficacy,  I  may  confidently  offer  this  my  idea  to 
the'fenfible  praditioners,  and  flatter  myfelf  that  every  one  who  fhall 
.adopt  it,  will  find  the  greateft  fatisfadlion  in  this  refpedl. 

Among  the  great  number  of  inftances  I  could  quote  to  evince  its 
fuperiority  overall  other  methods  hitherto  in  vogue,  I  confine  my- 
felf  to  the  two  following. 

In  1762,  y.  Efq;  contracted  a  virulent  gonorrhoea  at  Naples. 
There  he  applied  to  the  famous  ‘I'***,  Having  been  fome  months 
in  his  hands,'  without  receiving  any  benefit,  he  went  to  Rome^  where 
affairs  of  importance  called  for  his  prefence  ;  and  there  likewife  he 
-was  attended  for  a  long  while  by  fome  reputed  practitioner,  but 
with  no  better  fuccefs.  . 

From  Rome  he  went  to  FloresttCy  where  he  was  alfo,  under  the 
hands  of  the  beft  furgeons. 

Two  years  were  already  wafted  in  fruitlefs  attempts,  when  the 
patient  fct  off  for  PariSy  and  there  was  for  two  years  together  under 
.  the  care  of  the  celebrated  Daran.  During  that  time  he  underwent 
a  long  courfe  of  remedies.  The  running  indeed  difappeared,  when 
:  difficative  bougies  were  made  ufe  of,  but  returned  foon  after. 

A  circumftance,  however,  which  muft  appear  ftrange  at  firf| 
.  fight  is',  that  the  return  of'  the  flux  Was  periodical.  It  regularly 
broke  out  every  year  at  the.  beginning  of  fp ring  and  autumn. 

From  Paris  the  patient  came  over  to  Londotiy  his  place  of  abode. 
Anxious  to  be  cured,  he  applied  to  an  eminent  furgeon,  (whom  it 
would  not  be  candid.-to  name)  who  for  eighteen  months  attended 

D  him 
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hirft  with  great  amduity.  Various  were  the  remedies  employed  to* 
fubdue  the  running.  Among  them  the  fuppuration  was  again  tried,: 
and  again  did  the  running  flop  by  the  ufe  of  diffieative  bougies. 
When  ftopt  the  patient  was  affured  of  his  being  cured,  and  tO: 
remove  every  doubt  about  it,  was  advifed  to  drink  punch  pretty 
freely.  So  he  did  ;  but  no  fooner  was  the  tryal  madej  than  the 
running  returned  with  greater  violence.  Vexed  at  lb  many  difap-. 
pointments,  the  patient  was  determined  to  relign  his  fate  to  Nature- 
alone,  and  for  a  while  did  not  alter  his  relolution,  till  hearing 
(from  a  friend)  of  fome  ftriking  cures  of  fim-ilar  complaints  I  had^ 
performed,  that  he  might  not  have  any  reproach:  to  make  to  hirn- 
fclf,  he  refolved  to  venture  a  laft  experiment.. 

When  he  applied  *  to  me,  his  running  was  juff  coming  upon< 
him  ;  it  was  of  a  deep  green,  both  fcalding  and  abundant.  The 
eredion  of  the  penis  was  accompanied  with  excruciating  pains,  and-- 
the  mufcular  tunic  of  the  urethra  fo  crifpated,  that  the  extremity 
of  the  glands  was  retra^ded  inwards*  The  urine  fpouted  but  in  a^ 
fmall  ftream,  flbwly  and  with  difficulty.-  Some  time  be  experienced 
a  fort  of  retention,  and  never  could  ejed  it  without  paffing  a 
bougie  in.  the  neck  of  the  bladder  once  a  day.  ’ 

My  firlicare  was  to  refax  tliie  contraded  parts  ;  t^hicH  I  did  by. 
mucilaginous  injedions.  In  a  week’s  time  no  pain  was  felt  in 
eredions ;  the  fummit  of  the  glands  again  became  proeminous,  and- 
the  fcalding  was  conhderably  abated.. 

'  Sufpeding  the  whole  mafs  of  the  lymph  to  be  infeded,  as  the 
_paticnt  vvas  rather  of  a  plethoric  complexion,  J  made  him  for  a  . 
long  while  go  through  a  courfe  of  fudorific  draughts.

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■When  his  Humours  were  judged  well  purified^  I  employed  fup* 
.purative  remedies,  as  I  have  explained  before,  and  in  about  three 
months  time  the  ulcers  were  confolidated.  . 

There  are  now  nearly  five  years  that  this  gentleman  has  founds 
himfelf  perfeaiy  cured.  Ever  fince  the  difficulty  *  of  making  water 
:has  diminifhed  every  day  ;  and  thefe  eighteen  months  paft  he  did’ 
not  need  the  introducing  of  a  bougie  in  the  neck  of  the  bladder.
